Twin suicide blasts 
kill 92 in Pakistan's 
Quetta: police 


QUETTA, Pakistan (AFP) - 
Bomb attacks killed 92 peo¬ 
ple in Pakistan's city of 
Quetta on Thursday, as twin 
suicide bombers targeted a 
snooker hall frequented by 
Shiites in the deadliest single 
attack in the country for 
nearly two years. 

At least 92 people were 
killed and 121 wounded 
when two suicide bombers 
blew themselves up at the 
crowded club in an area of 
the southwestern city domi¬ 
nated by members of the Shi¬ 
ite Muslim community, a 
senior police officer said. 

It was one of the worst 
single attacks ever on the mi¬ 
nority community, which ac¬ 
count for around 20 percent 
of Pakistan's 180-million 
strong population. 

It was the deadliest attack 
in Pakistan since twin suicide 
bombers killed 98 people out¬ 
side a police training centre in 
the northwestern town of 
Shabqadar on May 13,2011 - 
- shortly after US troops 
killed Osama bin Laden. 

The double suicide blasts 
came hours after a bomb ripped 


through a security forces' vehi¬ 
cle in a crowded part of the city, 
killing 11 people and wounding 
dozens more. 

According to the US-based 
Human Rights Watch, 2012 
was the deadliest year on 
record for Shiites in Pakistan. 

The organisation late 
Thursday called the govern¬ 
ment's failure to protect the 
community, which account 
for around 20 percent of the 
population. 


The government has recently 
reported on the Hard Rock 
Hotel & Casino project.

Worst storms in decade bring 
Mideast to near standstill 


BEIRUT (AFP) - The worst 
storms in a decade left 
swathes of Israel and Jordan 
under a blanket of snow and 
parts of Lebanon blacked out 
on Thursday, bringing misery 
to a region accustomed to 
temperate climates. 

Freezing temperatures and 
floods since Sunday have 
claimed at least 11 lives 
across the region and exacer¬ 
bated the plight of hundreds 
of thousands of Syrian 
refugees huddled in tented 
camps in Jordan, Turkey and 
Lebanon. 


The United Nations issuec 
an urgent appeal for funds to 
help refugees in the northern 
Jordanian camp of Zaatari, 
which was almost entirely 
flooded on Wednesday, with 
residents battling mud and 
sub-zero temperatures. 

"The next 72 hours will be 
a critical test of our ability to 
meet the basic needs of chil¬ 
dren and their families at Za¬ 
atari," UN Children's Fund 
(UNICEF) Jordan representa¬ 
tive, Dominique Hyde said in 
a statement on Thursday.

Aruban Police take the bite 
out of crime 



Serial killers and killer pit¬ 
bulls were graphically shown 
and discussed at this week¬ 
end's FORENSIC DEN¬ 
TISTRY lecture given at the 
International Center for Ad¬ 
vanced Education, sponsored 
by Walker Orthodontics. 

Minister of Justice, Mr. 
Drs. Arthur Dowers and his 
team of Special Investigative 
Police, Prosecutors,and 
Criminologists j oined 15 
local Dentists in this 
provocative 2 day lecture. 

The guest lecturers are the 
world renowned Dr. Richard 
Souviron and Dr. William 
Silver, Chief and Deputy 
Forensic Odontologists, 
Metro Dade County Florida 
Medical Examiner Depart¬ 
ment, (Miami, Fla.). 

Their combined experi¬ 
ence in using dental records 
and bite marks provided a 
riveting presentation on the 
identification of missing per¬ 
sons, victims of criminal vio¬ 
lence, criminal conviction 
and unidentified remains of 
mass disaster victims. 

When bodies and body 
parts are found, the police and 
medical examiner must deter¬ 
mine without a doubt who the 
person is, how they died and 
why! The importance of good 
dental records, showing miss¬ 
ing teeth, crooked teeth, im¬ 
plants and restorations 
(fillings) are the clues that can 
solve the mystery. 


The families and insur¬ 
ance companies must know 
as soon as possible. 

Dr's Silver and Souviron’ 
firsthand experience onsite 
after Hurricane Katrina, the 
Value Jet crash in the Ever¬ 
glades and World Trade Cen¬ 
ter showed the organization 
of support teams necessary to 
deal with the victims of those 
unexpected disasters. 

Compelling situations, 
bringing attention to our need 
to be prepared for the un¬ 
thinkable possibility of a 
plane crash at the airport or 
nearby offshore, cruise ship 
disasters happen while in port 
and offshore, possibility of a 
rogue hurricane, considering 
the effect of our heavy rains. 

How are the victims han¬ 
dled, collected, stored, iden¬ 
tified and disposed of..onto 
or off island???? 

Another provocative topic 
presented is the importance 
of Forensic Dentistry in solv¬ 
ing crimes. Bite marks on 
victims confirm the violent 
nature of the act. The mark 
left on the victim can be 
recorded and used to prove 
the guilt or innocence of an 
accused person. The trained 
dentist assist the police in the 
investigation and testifies 
with the evidence in court. 

Killers are convicted on 
this evidence and innocent 
persons, wrongfully con¬ 
victed, on death row have 


been released. The most no¬ 
torious serial killer ever, Ted 
Bundy, 40 known victims, 
was convicted and executed, 
with the expert evidence pro¬ 
vided by Dr. Souviron. 

An important piece of ad¬ 
vice from Dr. Souviron: "IF 
YOU ARE BEING AT¬ 
TACKED IN A RAPE AT¬ 
TEMPT....BITE HIM!" No 
defense then for 'Consent' 
with the assailant!!! 

Biting also includes ani¬ 
mal attacks. Specifically pre¬ 
sented were documented 
deaths caused by Pit Bull 
dogs. Lethal attacks upon 
owners, neighbors and 
strangers led to Miami Dade 
County banning ownership 
of the Pit Bull breed. Penal¬ 
ties to an owner range from a 
misdemeanor to felony. 

This program left every¬ 
one attending with their own 
ideas for their homework, 
what each must do in the im¬ 
mediate future to prepare our 
community for the unfore¬ 
seen disasters and how to 
protect the innocent and se¬ 
cure the guilty in crimes.

IIS will stand by 
Afghanistan, Panetta 
tells Karzai 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States sought to as¬ 
sure Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai on Thursday that it 
would remain committed to 
his country even as US offi¬ 
cials weigh a major with¬ 
drawal of American forces. 

After an elaborate military 
ceremony for Karzai outside 
the Pentagon, US Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta told 
his "distinguished visitor" 
that more than 10 years of 
war had paved the way for 
Afghanistan to stand on its 
own. 

"After a long and difficult 
past, we finally are, I believe, 
at the last chapter of estab¬ 
lishing a sovereign 
Afghanistan that can govern 
and secure itself for the fu¬ 
ture," Panetta said. 

"We've come a long way 
towards a shared goal of es¬ 
tablishing a nation that you 
and we can be proud of, one 
that never again becomes a 


safe haven for terrorism," he 
said at the outset of his talks 
with Karzai. 

Since US-led troops top¬ 
pled the Taliban from power 
in 2001 following the Sep¬ 
tember 11 attacks, the Afghan 
president has had a stormy 
relationship with his US al¬ 
lies, and American officials 
are anxious to demonstrate 
Washington's full-fledged 
support during his visit. 

In his talks this week, 
Karzai is expected to push for 
a substantial US military 
presence in Afghanistan after 
2014, when the NATO-led 
mission is due to end. 

But some officials in the 
White House favor a light 
footprint of several thousand 
troops after 2014, and Ben 
Rhodes, a deputy national se¬ 
curity adviser, even sug¬ 
gested Tuesday that the 
United States might pull out 
all of its troops.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
huge wave of liquidity un¬ 
leashed by major central 
banks in the past four years to 
fight crises could be peaking, 
a top official of the IIF global 
banking group said Thursday. 

’’The liquidity cycle is be¬ 
ginning to turn,” said Hung 
Tran, first deputy managing 
director of the Institute of In¬ 
ternational Finance. 

Financial markets have 
benefited significantly from 
the flood of liquidity, which 


drove a lot of the investment 
activity as investors searched 
for yield amid a low interest- 
rate environment, Tran said. 

And liquidity remains 
plentiful and seems to be in¬ 
creasing all the time, he said, 
pointing to the Federal Re¬ 
serve’s expansion last month 
of a third round of quantita¬ 
tive easing, to a monthly $85 
billion in bond purchases. 

’’But the music has started 
to stop,” Tran said at a news 
briefing at the Washington 


headquarters of the associa¬ 
tion, which represents more 
than 450 financial institutions 
worldwide. 

Tran highlighted that par¬ 
ticipants at the Federal Open 
Market Committee’s Decem¬ 
ber meeting were considering 
ending QE3 sooner than the 
end of this year, according to 
the minutes of the meeting. 

Outlining a scenario that 
could prompt the FOMC to 
pull the plug, Tran said the 
US economy would be doing 


’’not super, but decent.” 

The housing sector would 
be making a strong come¬ 
back, manufacturing exports 
would be doing well and state 
and local governments would 
be adding jobs this year, re¬ 
versing layoffs that had acted 
as a drag on the recovery. 

In Europe, several banks 
have recovered, he noted, thanks 
to supportive actions from the 
European Central Bank. 

Under his European sce¬ 
nario, several banks will de¬ 


cide to repay their ECB loans 
ahead of the three-year dead¬ 
line because ’’they may not 
need the money.” 

They borrowed the money 
because of fears that they 
could lose access to markets 
due to a lack of enough liquid¬ 
ity, not because they needed it 
for lending, he explained. 

”In the investor community, 
you see the end of QE3 here, 
the repayment of ECB liquid¬ 
ity there, meaning the liquidity 
cycle is beginning to turn.”

Venezuela stages inauguration rally without Chavez 


CARACAS (AFP) - With 
cancer-stricken President 
Hugo Chavez hospitalized in 
Cuba, thousands of flag-wav¬ 
ing Venezuelans in red shirts 
filled the streets of Caracas 
Thursday to inaugurate his 
new term without him. 

Bands played patriotic an¬ 
thems from street-side stages 
as people poured out of buses 
to make their way on foot to¬ 
ward the Miraflores presiden¬ 
tial palace for a symbolic 
swearing-in of the people in 
place of Chavez, who is too 
sick to take the oath of office. 

Shouts of ’’Chavez, 
Chavez!” and the anti-oppo¬ 
sition slogan ’’They will not 
return” could be heard, as 
Chavista militants stoked the 


crowd. On one stage, an 
evangelical religious service 
was underway. 

”1 love the president,” said 
Pedro Brito, a 60-year-old 
law professor, in a red T-shirt 
with the slogan ”1 am 
Chavez.” 

”He has done a lot for poor 
people, the ones who had no 
place to sleep of food to eat. 
He has shown us how to love 
the country.” 

Vice President Nicolas 
Maduro hosted a meeting of 
leftist Latin America presi¬ 
dents and other foreign repre¬ 
sentatives who have come to 
show support for the Chavez 
government in a period of 
deep uncertainty about the fu¬ 
ture. 


The Supreme Court 
cleared the ailing Chavez to 
indefinitely postpone his 
swearing-in and said his ex¬ 
isting administration could 
remain in office until he is 
well enough to take the oath. 

It was the last legal hurdle 
to a government plan for re¬ 
solving the vacuum created 
by Chavez’s illness that met 
fierce resistance from the op¬ 
position, which had argued it 
was unconstitutional. 

The opposition kept a low 
profile on Thursday but criti¬ 
cized the government for not 
declaring Chavez temporarily 
incapacitated. 

Leopold Lopez, an oppo¬ 
sition leader, called it ”an in¬ 
definite situation in which we

can be without a president, 
and without clear signs that 
the president is governing.” 

Henrique Capriles, who 
ran unsuccessfully against 
Chavez in the October presi¬ 
dential elections, accepted 
the unanimous ruling as 
’’binding” but said it did not 
end the uncertainties facing 
the oil-rich country. 

’’The excuses are over, Mr 
Maduro. Now it falls to you 
to assume the responsibility 
of the office and to govern,” 
Capriles said. 

But even without the offi¬ 
cial ceremony, and despite 


deep political divisions here, 
Venezuela’s government pre¬ 
pared for a day of celebration 
of Chavez, who won re-elec¬ 
tion in October by an 11- 
point margin, despite his 
health battles. 

In televised speeches, on 
Twitter and in work places, 
the government has made 
blanket appeals for Venezue¬ 
lans to turn out. 

The military announced it 
was reinforcing security in 
the city and at other strategic 
points to ensure the day was 
observed peacefully.

FDA Recommends Lower 
Bedtime Dose for Zolpidem 

-- The US Food and Drug Administration (FDA) an¬ 
nounced yesterday a new recommendation that bedtime 
doses of the sedative-hypnotic zolpidem be reduced, on 
the basis of data showing morning blood levels in some 
patients may be high enough to impair activities requir¬ 
ing alertness, such as driving. The recommendation ap¬ 
plies to zolpidem products approved for bedtime use, 
marketed as generics and under the brand names Am- 
bien, Ambien CR, Edluar, and Zolpimist. Data show the 
risk for morning impairment is highest with extended-re- 
lease forms of these drugs, and women appear to be 
more susceptible to this effect because they eliminate 
zolpidem more slowly than men, a statement from the 
FDA notes.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Turns out the pap smear — a 
routine test women undergo 
each year or two to screen for 
cervical cancer — could help 
screen for other types of can¬ 
cer as well, a new study said 
this week. 

A new test takes the same 
fluid swab from the cervix and 
tests it for the presence of cer¬ 
tain cancer-specific mutations. 

The scientists were hoping 
to catch cases of ovarian and 
endometrial cancer — two 
common and deadly cancers 
which, until now, were not 
able to be screened for rou¬ 
tinely. 

In the pilot study, the test 
was able to accurately detect 
each of 24 endometrial can¬ 
cers, a 100 percent success 
rate. 

The test also detected nine 
of 22 ovarian cancers, for a 41 
percent success rate during the 
pilot study. And in no cases 
were healthy women in the 
control group mis-identified as 
having cancer during the 
study. 

The scientists cautioned that 
the process must be tested on a 
much larger scale before being 
made available to the public. 


But if their findings hold up, 
the test could be a powerful 
tool in fighting these two can¬ 
cers of the ovaries and the 
uterus lining. 

Ovarian cancer causes more 
deaths than any other cancer of 
the female reproductive sys¬ 
tem, the CDC notes, adding 
that treatment is most effective 
when it is caught in its early 
stages. 

Likewise, endometrial can¬ 
cer is the most commonly di¬ 
agnosed gynecologic cancer, 
the CDC said, and is best 
treated when caught early. 

’’Genomic-based tests could 
help detect ovarian and en¬ 
dometrial cancers early 
enough to cure more of them,” 
Johns Hopkins graduate stu¬ 
dent Yuxuan Wang said in a 
statement. 

She noted that the cost of 
the test could be similar to cur¬ 
rent cervical fluid HPV testing, 

He explained that the test 
works because the cervical 
fluid collected during the pap 
test occasionally contains cells 
shed from ovaries or the uter¬ 
ine lining. 

So it followed that any can¬ 
cer cells present in those or¬ 
gans could also be present in 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Break¬ 
through research mapping how 
insulin works at a molecular 
level could lead to new dia¬ 
betes treatments and end daily 
needle jabs, helping hundreds 
of millions of suffers. 

A joint US-Australian team 
said it has been able to lay out 
for the first time in atomic de¬ 
tail how the insulin hormone 
binds to the surface of cells, 
triggering the passage of glu¬ 
cose from the bloodstream to 
be stored as energy. 

Lead researcher Mike 
Lawrence said the discovery, 
more than 20 years in the mak¬ 
ing and using powerful x-ray 
beams, would unlock new and 
more effective kinds of dia¬ 
betes medication. 

Lawrence said the team's 
study, published in the latest 
edition of Nature, had revealed 
a "molecular handshake” be¬ 
tween the insulin and its recep¬ 
tor on the surface of cells. 

"Both insulin and its recep¬ 
tor undergo rearrangement as 
they interact — a piece of in¬ 
sulin folds out and key pieces 
within the receptor move to 
engage the insulin hormone,” 
he said of the "unusual” bind¬ 
ing method. 

Understanding how insulin 
attaches to cells was key to de¬ 


veloping "novel” treatments of 
diabetes, a chronic condition 
in which the pancreas does not 
produce enough insulin or the 
body cannot use it properly. 

"The generation of new 
types of insulin have been lim¬ 
ited by our inability to see how 
insulin docks into its receptor 
in the body,” Lawrence said. 

"This discovery could con¬ 
ceivably lead to new types of 
insulin that could be given in 
ways other than injection, or 
an insulin that has improved 
properties or longer activity so 
that it doesn't need to be taken 
as often.” 

Importantly, Lawrence said 
the discovery could also have 
ramifications for the treatment 
of diabetes in developing na¬ 
tions, allowing for the creation 
of more stable insulins that do 


not need refrigeration. 

It could also have applica¬ 
tions in the treatment of cancer 
and Alzheimer's, with insulin 
playing a role in both diseases, 
he added. 

There are an estimated 347 
million diabetes sufferers 
worldwide and diagnoses are 
increasing, particularly in de¬ 
veloping countries, due to 
growing levels of obesity and 
physical inactivity. 

It is expected to be the sev¬ 
enth leading cause of death in 
the world by 2030, with the 
World Health Organisation 
projecting total deaths from di¬ 
abetes will rise by more than 
50 percent in the next 10 years. 

Complications of diabetes 
include heart disease, blind¬ 
ness, limb amputation and kid¬ 
ney failure.

Skype to replace Microsoft Messenger 
in March

loses ID locator chip battle 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Microsoft sent out word that it 
will "retire" its Messenger on¬ 
line chat feature on March 15 
and replace it with the Skype 
Internet telephony service it 
bought last year. 

Microsoft sent an email 
message advising Messenger 
users to update to Skype using 
their same account information 
in advance of the deadline. 

"You'll be able to instant 
message and video chat...just 
like before, and also discover 
new ways of staying in touch 
with Skype on your mobile 


and tablet," Microsoft said in 
the message. 

The Redmond, Washing- 
ton-based technology giant 
announced in November that 
it was shutting down Messen¬ 
ger in favor of merging users 
into Skype. 

The transition began late 
last year with the release of 
Skype 6.0 software that lets 
people sign in to the online 
communication service using 
Microsoft accounts. Messen¬ 
ger will be shut off in every 
country but China. 

Skype features include 


video calls and being able to 
call mobile phones from com¬ 
puters, as well as being able to 
connect with friends at leading 
social network Facebook. 

A Skype feature on Face- 
book, a social network in 
which Microsoft owns a small 
stake, allows for multi-person 
conversations and instant one- 
on-one video calls with 
friends. 

Skype users can make low- 
cost or free phone calls over 
the Internet using their com¬ 
puters or smartphones. Skype 
bypasses the standard tele¬ 
phone network by channeling 
voice and video c 

US schoolgirl 

CHICAGO (AFP) - A federal 
judge has dismissed a Texas 
girl's objection to locator chips 
in student ID badges at a pub¬ 
lic high school in a case that 
raises concerns about the ero¬ 
sion of privacy and civil liber¬ 
ties. 

Andrea Hernandez, 15, and 
her father told school officials 
they oppose the use of locator 
chips on religious grounds. 

Officials at San Antonio's 
Northside school district said 
they were willing to give her a 
chipless badge, but warned the 
straight-A student she would 
be expelled from her presti¬ 
gious selective-enrollment 
school if she did not wear it. 

Hernandez refused, saying 
the new badges are the "mark 
of the beast" and that to be 
made to wear one equates to 
forcing her to "fall in line" and 
endorse the program. 

Judge Orlando Garcia said 
"The accommodation offered 
by the district is not only rea¬ 
sonable, it removes plaintiffs 
religious objection from legal 
scrutiny all together." 

Similar tracking programs 


are being implemented at 
schools across the nation. 
While they can help officials 
locate students in an emer¬ 
gency, although some said the 
prime motive is money. 

Schools are awarded funds 
based upon attendance and the 
chips allow administrators to 
count students as present even 
if they don't make it to their 
homeroom because they're 
chatting in the hallway with a 
friend. 

"Because the technology is 


easy to acquire, it is vulnerable 
to hacking, which could allow 
someone outside the school to 
monitor a student's off-campus 
whereabouts if they obtained 
the student's tracking number," 
said Dotty Griffith, director of 
public education for the 
ACLU's Texas chapter. 

Since the ID badges are also 
used to purchase food in the 
cafeteria, check books out of 
the library and participate in 
after school programs, Her¬ 
nandez was denied access to 
many school activities.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Jack 
Lew’s two previous stints as 
White House budget director 
and his reputation as a skilled 
deal-maker will be put to the 
test now that President Barack 
Obama has nominated him to 
be Treasury secretary. 

With Republicans gearing up 
for a showdown with the White 
House over the country's mas¬ 
sive debt, Lew has been picked 
to replace the pugnacious Tim¬ 
othy Geithner, who steered the 
Obama administration through 


Global food prices drop 7% in 2012: 
UN agency 


ROME (AFP) - Global food 
prices fell by 7.0 percent in 
2012 from the level the pre¬ 
vious year, the UN’s Food 
and Agriculture Organisation 
said on Thursday, assuaging 
worries a few months ago 
that the world could be head¬ 
ing for a food crisis. The 
FAO added that prices had 
fallen in December for the 
third month in a row. 

The Rome-based FAO’s 
Food Price Index averaged 
212 points in 2012, a drop of 
7.0 percent owing largely to 
falls in the prices of sugar, 
dairy products and oil. 

According to the FAO’s 
index, a monthly measure of 
changes in a basket of food 
commodities, prices dropped 
in December by 1.1 percent 


to 209 points, continuing a 
descent from the 263 points 
registered in August. 

"The result marks a rever¬ 
sal from the situation last 
July, when sharply rising 
prices prompted fears of a 
new food crisis," said Jomo 
Sundaram from FAO’s Eco¬ 
nomic and Social Develop¬ 
ment Department. 

"But international coordi¬ 
nation... as well as flagging 
demand in a stagnant interna¬ 
tional economy, helped en¬ 
sure the price spike was 
short-lived and calmed mar¬ 
kets so that 2012 prices 
ended up below the previous 
year’s levels," he said. 

After surging between 
July and September 2012 due 
to uncertainties over produc-

tion and tightening supplies, 
cereal export prices then 
dropped because of weaker 
demand for feed and indus¬ 
trial uses. 

The sharpest declines reg¬ 
istered in 2012 were for sugar 
(17.1 percent), dairy products 
(14.5 percent) and oils (10.7 
percent), while decreases 
were much more modest for 
cereals (2.4 percent) and 
meat (1.1 percent). 

In December, the FAO oils 
index averaged 197 points 
(down 1.9 percent on No¬ 
vember), while the meat 
index averaged 176 points 
and the sugar index averaged 
274 points — both marginally 
down on the previous month. 

The dairy index averaged 
197 points — 0.9 percent 
higher than in November. 
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the financial crisis. 

The nomination requires 
Senate confirmation. 

Currently White House 
chief-of-staff, Lew, 57, is a vet¬ 
eran of the treacherous politics 
of Washington, and is seen as 
having a keen understanding of 
domestic and international eco¬ 
nomics. 

Plus, he has already been 
deeply involved in budget 
fights between the White 
House and Congressional Re¬ 
publicans, as Director of the 
Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB) and, since last 
year, Obama's chief of staff. 

A Harvard graduate, Lew 
has spent his entire profes¬ 
sional life in the US capital 
since 1979, except for an eight- 
year span during the Republi¬ 
can presidency of George W. 
Bush. 

He started out as a policy ad¬ 
viser to the Democratic speaker 
of the US House of Represen¬ 
tatives, Thomas "Tip" O'Neill. 
During that period, Lew also 
earned a law degree from 
Georgetown University. 

He joined a large Washing¬ 
ton law firm when O'Neill re¬ 
tired in 1987 and in 1993 was 
recruited into the White House 
of Democratic president Bill 


Clinton, where he was eventu¬ 
ally posted to the OMB. 

In 1998 he was named direc¬ 
tor of the OMB, where he 
helped to manage tough nego¬ 
tiations with a hostile Republi¬ 
can Congress and achieved 
four consecutive years of 
budget surpluses, the first since 
1960. 

When Bush became presi¬ 
dent in 2001, Lew moved back 
to his native New York City, 
where he joined the manage¬ 
ment team of New York Uni¬ 
versity. 

In 2007-2008 he moved to 
Citigroup, where he notably 
headed a speculative fund and 
reaped an annual salary that 
topped $1 million. 

Before returning to the OMB 
in 2010, he served as deputy 
secretary for management and 
resources under Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton. 

Lew, an Orthodox Jew, grew 
up in New York City and is a 
married father of two adult 
children. 

He has always been low-key 
in public. According to a recent 
profile of him in The New York 
Times, he brings his own lunch 
to work — a cheese sandwich 
and an apple — and eats at his 
desk.

Monaco duo 
play record 
70-point 
tiebreak 

PARIS (AFP) - Monaco 
Davis Cup teammates Ben¬ 
jamin Balleret and Guillaume 
Couillard have gone into the 
tennis record books after 
playing out a 70-point 
tiebreak.

When we switched ends 
during the tie-break, with the 
score in the 20s and 30s, we 
were laughing,” said Balleret, 
the world number 636. 

The longest tie-break on 
record, at a tour-level event, 
came in the 1985 Wimbledon 
doubles first round when 
Michael Mortensen and Jan 
Gunnarsson beat John Fraw- 
ley and Victor Pecci 6-4, 6-4, 
3-6, 7-6 (26/24). 


Baseball: Bonds, Clemens shut out 
in Hall induction 


Aruba 
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Barry Bonds and Roger Clemens 


COOPERSTOWN, NY 
(AFP) - Barry Bonds and 
Roger Clemens, who starred 
during the so-called ’’steroid 
era”, were both shutout yes¬ 
terday in their attempt to get 
voted into Major League 
Baseball's Hall of Fame. 

This is the first time since 
1996 that the Baseball Writ¬ 


ers' Association of America 
will not be electing anyone to 
the Hall of Fame, including 
Bonds or Clemens who both 
had their careers tarnished by 
their alleged use of perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs. 

All-time home run king 
Bonds and seven-time Cy 


Young Award winner as the 
top pitcher Clemens were on 
the ballot for the first time. 

’’The standards for earning 
election to the Hall of Fame 
have been very high ever 
since the rules were created 
in 1936,” said Hall of Fame 
president Jeff Idelson. ”We 
realize the challenges voters 
are faced with in this era.” 

Eligible candidates needed 
to be named on 75 percent of 
the 569 ballots submitted by 
members of the BBWAA. 

Houston Astros second 
baseman Craig Biggio came 
closest by nabbing 68 percent 
of the vote, finishing just 39 
votes short of election. 

This is the eighth election 
by the BBWAA that did not 
produce a Hall of Famer. 

Other players that were 
shutout this year include out¬ 
fielder Sammy Sosa and 
catcher Mike Piazza. Sosa is 
believed to have failed at 
least one drug test while Pi¬ 
azza was also a power hitter 
in the steroid era. 

Bonds set the all-time 
mark in home runs with 762 
over 22 seasons and estab¬ 
lished a single-season record 
for homers with 73 in 2001. 

He was named on 206 bal¬ 
lots (36.2 percent), while 
Clemens, who played 24 sea¬ 
sons, was also named on 
about 200 ballots. 

Bonds has denied know¬ 
ingly using performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs. He was 
convicted of one count of ob¬ 
struction of justice for giving 
an evasive answer in 2003 to 
a grand jury probing banned 
drug use in baseball. 

Clemens was acquitted of 
perjury charges stemming 
from congressional testimony 
during which he denied using 
drugs. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Major 
League Baseball and the 
MLB Players Association said 
Thursday they will add ran¬ 
dom in-season blood testing 
for human growth hormone to 
the game's anti-doping pro¬ 
gramme. 

The prior joint drug preven¬ 
tion and treatment programme 
allowed for each player to be 
subject to an unannounced 
blood test during spring train¬ 
ing and an unannounced, ran¬ 
dom test in the offseason. 

Major League Baseball, 
which has been randomly test¬ 
ing its minor league players 
for HGH since July 2010, will 
become the only major North 
American sport to blood test 
unionized players. 

Records will also be kept on 
T/E (testosterone to epitestos- 
terone) ratios of players to 
prevent the unauthorized use 
of synthetic testosterone. 

"This agreement addresses 
critical drug issues and sym¬ 
bolizes Major League Base¬ 
ball's continued vigilance 
against synthetic human 
growth hormone, testosterone 
and other performance-en¬ 
hancing substances,” MLB 
commissioner Bud Selig said. 

"I am proud that our system 
allows us to adapt to the many 
evolving issues associated 
with the science and technol¬ 
ogy of drug testing.” 

The announcement comes a 
day after slugger Barry Bonds 
and pitcher Roger Clemens, 
who starred during the game's 
so-called "steroid era”, were 
both shut out in voting for the 
Hall of Fame as for the first 
time since 1996 electors de¬ 
clined to name anyone to be 
inducted this year. 
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Tennis: Tomic knocks out defending 
champion Nieminen 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Young 
Australian Bernard Tomic took 
a major step towards winning 
his first career ATP Tour title 
by downing defending cham¬ 
pion Jarkko Nieminen at the 
Sydney International on 
Thursday. 

The 20-year-old, ranked 
64th, clawed back from drop¬ 
ping the opening set to oust the 
Finn, 6-7 (6/8), 6-4, 6-2 in a 
night quarter-final. 

Tomic will take on third 
seed Andreas Seppi in Friday’s 
semi after the Italian elimi¬ 
nated Spanish eighth seed 
Marcel Granollers 6-4, 7-5, in 
the last quarter-final. 

Tomic’s only previous tour 
semi-final ended in defeat 
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against Andy Murray last Jan¬ 
uary in Brisbane. 

The towering Kevin Ander¬ 
son earlier Thursday became 
the first South African in nine 
years to reach the Sydney 
semi-finals with victory over 
Denis Istomin. 

The 36th-ranked Anderson 
accounted for the Uzbek 6-4, 
6-3 in 84 minutes and will face 
last year’s finalist Julien Ben- 
neteau of France in Friday’s 
last four. 

The last South African to 
reach the final four was Wayne 
Ferreira. 

Benneteau, who lost to 
Nieminen in last year’s final, 
was too strong for American 
qualifier Ryan Harrison, win¬ 
ning 6-4, 6-2. 

Tomic, a 2011 Wimbledon 
quarter-finalist, now has 17 
victories from his past 19 
matches in Australia as he 
heads into the Australian Open 
Grand Slam in Melbourne on 
Monday. 

Tomic grabbed the only 
service break of the second set 
when Nieminen faltered trying 
to stay in the game at 4-5 
down. 

The Finn petered out in the 
final set and shanked his sec¬ 
ond serve on match point. 

Anderson, who is 6ft 8in 
(2.03 metres) tall, is bidding to 
claim his third ATP title after 
victories in Delray Beach and 
Johannesburg. 

Anderson, 26, is coming off 
a successful week at the 
mixed-teams Hopman Cup in 


Perth for South Africa, where 
he beat Fernando Verdasco and 
John Isner. 

Benneteau discovered on 
Thursday that he would be the 
beneficiary of American 
Isner's injury-enforced with¬ 
drawal from the Australian 
Open. The 35th-ranked 
Frenchman was elevated to the 
32nd and last seeding. 



CALAMA, (AFP) - Qatar's Nasser al-Attiyah slashed 10- 
time champion Stephane Peterhansel's Dakar Rally lead 
by over eight minutes on Thursday as the 2011 winner 
stormed to victory on the sixth stage. Al-Attiyah started 
the day at 9min 54sec behind defending champion Pe- 
terhansel but finished just Imin 18sec off the overall 
lead, winning his third stage of this year's event, a 438km 
special from Arica to Calama. The Qatari, in a Buggy, 
clocked 4hr 52min with Peterhansel, in a Mini, in second 
spot ahead of American NASCAR driver Robby Gordon, 
who was nearly 14 minutes behind al-Attiyah. South 
Africa's Giniel de Villiers, driving a Toyota, was sixth to 
stay third overall, 42 minutes behind the leader. 


Alpineskiing: Vonn returns under 
shadow of doubt 



SANKT-ANTON AM ARL- 
BERG, Austria, (AFP) - 
Four-time overall World Cup 
champion Lindsey Vonn re¬ 
turns to action on Saturday 
after a month’s absence, fac¬ 
ing serious doubts over her 
ability to capture a fifth title. 

The 2 8-year-old American 
has endured a roller-coaster 
season, being hospitalised 
with an intestinal ailment be¬ 
fore bouncing back to win all 
three races at Lake Louise. 

However, after falling at 


Val D’lsere in December, she 
announced she was heading 
back to the United States for 
a month's rest. 

Even then she remained in 
the headlines, revealing that 
she had been suffering from 
depression for a number of 
years. 

"It’s great to see all the 
other girls again at the World 
Cup and you, the media. I am 
really enthusiastic to be 
back," said Vonn, the overall 
World Cup champion in 


2008,2009, 2010 and 2012. 

"The break was really im¬ 
portant for me. After falling 
badly, my legs weren't strong 
enough. It's important to lis¬ 
ten to your body and that is 
what I have done," she said. 

Vonn is currently 725 
points behind Slovenia's Tina 
Maze in the overall stand¬ 
ings, but will start as 
favourite for Saturday's 
downhill and the super-G on 
Sunday.

NHL: Owners approve 
new NHL agreement in 
locked-out season 


SAN ANTONIO (AFP) - 
Tony Parker scored 24 points 
on 10-of-16 shooting and 
Manu Ginobili had 19 points 
as the San Antonio Spurs de¬ 
feated the Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers 108-105 on Wednesday. 

Ginobili scored a crucial 
three-pointer with 43 seconds 
left and pulled down eight re¬ 
bounds for the Spurs, who 
bounced back from a loss to 
the New Orleans Hornets on 
Monday. 

Tiago Splitter finished 


with 14 points and 14 re¬ 
bounds for San Antonio, who 
improved to 15-2 at home 
this season. Stephen Jackson 
scored 14 points before leav¬ 
ing the game with 3:32 re¬ 
maining in the fourth quarter. 

Kobe Bryant ended with 
27 points for the Lakers, who 
suffered their fifth consecu¬ 
tive defeat. 

Metta World Peace added 
23 points, eight rebounds and 
seven steals, while Earl Clark 
had 22 points and 13 re¬ 
bounds. 


The first-place Spurs im¬ 
proved to 28-10 with the help 
of their big three Parker, Gi¬ 
nobili and Tim Duncan. 

Heading into Wednesday's 
contest Parker, Ginobili and 
Duncan were averaging a 
combined 49.4 points per 
game this season. Duncan 
had eight points, seven re¬ 
bounds and five assists 
Wednesday. 

The Lakers have been 
struggling but one bright as¬ 
pect is they have now scored 
at least 100 points in 18 of 
their last 20 games. 

The Lakers played without 
centre Dwight Howard (right 
shoulder) as well as forwards 
Pau Gasol (concussion). 

Steve Nash finished with 
14 points and nine assists 
against San Antonio. Nash 
notched his 10,000th career 
assist in a loss to Houston on 
Tuesday. He is the fourth 
fastest to reach the milestone 
in NBA history. 

The Lakers have now lost 
four in a row versus the 
Spurs, including an early sea¬ 
son 84-82 setback at home on 
November 13.

NEW YORK (AFP) - The Na¬ 
tional Hockey League has rat¬ 
ified a new collective 
bargaining agreement after a 
unanimous 30-0 vote by the 
board of governors yesterday. 

The next step to getting the 
season started is for the players 
union to ratify the deal which 
should take place this week¬ 
end. 

Board chairman and Boston 
Bruins owner Jeremy Jacobs 
announced the ratification 
while league commissioner 
Gary Bettman on Wednesday 
apologized for the 113-day 
lockout. 

"I’m sorry. I know an apol¬ 
ogy or explanation isn't 
enough, but I owe you an apol¬ 


ogy," said Bettman who has 
now overseen three labour dis¬ 
putes during his time in office. 

"I read the letters, I fol¬ 
lowed the tweets. I read the 
blogs. We have a lot of work to 
do ... that effort begins today." 

It is believed the players 
will vote to ratify the agree¬ 
ment, paving the way for train¬ 
ing camps to begin sometime 
within a week. 

The new collective bargain¬ 
ing agreement will last for 10 
years, with an opt-out clause 
after eight seasons. 

The players' share of 
hockey-related income will 
fall from 57 percent to a 50 
percent with the owners also 
getting 50 percent. 

The salary cap for the up¬ 
coming season will also re¬ 
portedly be $70.2 million with 
a minimum payroll of $44 mil¬ 
lion. The salary cap will drop 
to $64.3 million for the 2013- 
14 season. 

Bettman has previously 
stated that a regular-season 
schedule of at least 48 games 
must begin by January 19. The 
existing 2012-13 NHL sched¬ 
ule had already been cancelled 
through January 14.
